NEW YORK, Dec. 22. — A general 


investigation was begun today into the 
mutiny on board the United States 
Transport America, which arrived here 
from Brest with the remaining mem- 
bers of the American peace 
delega- 


tion. 


When the America docked at Ho- 


boken, on Sunday, six men were in 
the hospital suffering from 
gunshot 


wounds and eleven sailors, including 
two petty officers, were in the ship's 
brig with charges of mutiny and in- 
subordination lodged against them. 


Trouble was said to 
have 
been 


growing on the transport for several 
trips and resulted in shore leave be- 
ing refused the sailors while the ves- 
sel was last in port at Brest. Refusal 
to obey orders, caused the men to be 
brigged. 


A number of witnesses were sum 


moned to appear at the general in- 
quiry on board the ship and it was re- 
ported that a court martial will fol- 
low. 


The America carries a civilian crew 


of 500 altho the vessel is under con- 
trol of the war department. The sail- 
ors wero said to have disobeyed the 
rules against gambling and while at 
Brest stole small boats in which to 
go ashore after shore leave had been 
refused-. On the last outward voyage 
two sailors were alleged to have been 
caught trying to enter a 
cabin oc- 


cupied by two wives of army officers 
on their way to Coblenz to Join their 
husbands.
